T hat public health is a purchasable 
commodity, and tha It is foolish to 
trim the appropriation accorded the 
city health departm ent, wore the big 
facts brought out by the first bien­ 
nial convention of W isconsin health 
officers, held In Madison, June 12 
and 13, as reported to the city coun­ 
cil by Dr. J. M. Furstm an, city health 
physician, whose report of the con­ 
vention was made public today. Fol­ 
lowing is the text of the re p o rt:. 
The R eport 
To the Honorable Mayor and Com­ 
mon Council of the City of 
La 
Crosse: 
Gentlemen: 
The following is a resume of the 
first biennial conference of health 
officers of the state of Wisconsin 
held a t Madison in the Assembly 
cham ber at the capitol on June 12th 
and 13th, 1912, to which your hon­ 
orable body was kind enough to send 
me: 
Address of welcome by th e private 
secretary to the governor. 
Address on public health. 
In discussing tne different phases 
of public health work, considerable 
stress was laid upon w hat was re­ 
quired from the health officer. 
The health officer, in order to ob­ 
tain the best results, m ust depend 
upon the cordial relations existing 
between him and all the physicians 
with whom he m ust come in contact 
in the fulfillment of his duty to the 
public. 
To secure to the people the 
protection which the creation of his 
office was expected to bring about, 
he m ust have the co-operation 
of 
all the physicians in his jurisdiction. 
It is a fair inference th a t 
the 
first qualification, both in education 
and ethics, dem anded by the physi­ 
cians of the health officer, is that 
he should measure ap, In attainm ent, 
to the high standard now existing in 
the profession of medicine. 
It is ex­ 
pected th a t he should seek to con­ 
tinually inform himself along 
the 
special lines of work called for by 
th e duties of his position. 
Need Plenty of Money 
W hen we realize th a t it is prob­ 
able that, within a short time, fifty 
per cent of all disease will be plac­ 
ed in the column of preventable dis 
eases, it should be clear to us that 
attention given to public health m at­ 
ters should bring to the health de­ 
partm ent its tru e and proper posi­ 
tion, th at the best talent, both sci­ 
entific and 
executive, 
should be 
placed in the control of such de­ 
partm ent. and th a t insufficient ap­ 
propriations to 
the departm ent 
of 
health should no longer be tolerated. 
The executives of a city should ex­ 
tend sym pathetic 
and helpful sup­ 
p o rt 
They have w ithin their bands 
the greatest power to enhance and 
increase in value all the activities ot 
a health departm ent. 
Laying aside 
for the moment the question of sen­ 
tim ent, questions 
as to the value 
which should be placed upon human 
life, questions as to our duty indi­ 
vidually and socially 
to take all 
practicable steps for the protection 
of hum an life, irrespective of 
its 
economic value, is it not clear 
th at 
purely as an expenditure of public 
funds, the Health departm ent 
au­ 
thorities are entitled to a much larg­ 
er proportion of the city’s resources? 
We are apt to forget th e actual mon­ 
ey value of human life.

work, the prevention of disease, that 
health departm ents should have suf­ 
ficient and adequate appropriations. 
The am ount *of money spent by a 
municipality in m aintaining its pub­ 
lic health work has a very direct re­ 
sult upon the degree of efficiency of 
the work. 
W hatever may be said 
about misappropriation or misuse of 
public funds, very little scandal 
is 
found in tho newspapers with 
re­ 
gard to money m atters of a board 
or departm ent of health. 
Possibly 
this is due to the fact that the total 
sum available is liable to be 
so 
small as not to excite the cupidity 
of anyone. 
Need of Laboratory 
Paper: A City Health Department. 
In this paper, the various branch­ 
es of a health departm ent were en­ 
larged upon. 
The value of a labora­ 
tory to the physician, as w-ell as to 
the community in lowering the num­ 
ber of contagious diseases was made 
clear. The necessity of a clean milk 
supply In keeping down the number 
of deaths from gastro intestinal dis­ 
eases in children under two years 
of age during the hot weather, and 
also watching the milk supply 
for 
milk borne epidemics. 
Medical inspection of schools was 
also gone into detail, bringing out 
its value to the community in lower­ 
ing the number of contagious dis­ 
eases and making better future citi­ 
zens of our present children. 
Investigation of Contagious Dis­ 
eases: 
To get a t the source of the trou­ 
ble and to stop it before it gets too 
far. To take more pains and get the 
missed and carrier cases which are, 
as a rule, mild in character, but nev­ 
ertheless, form a new center of in­ 
fection. 
The qualification and appointment 
of a health officer was thoroughly 
discussed. 
Garbage Disposal 
Paper: 
Reliable 
and economic 
method for collection and disposal of 
garbage in cities and villages. 
In this paper, the various m eth- 
odse now in use were discussed: 
1. Burial of garbage. 
2. Dumping on open dumps. 
3. Feeding to hogs. 
4. Incineration. 
The use of tho Incineration was 
discussed in detail and it was prov­ 
en that it wag the beat method 
of 
disposing of the garbage and th at It 
was not very expensive when 
done 
right. 
The next best method was 
the burying of the garbage. 
Our at­ 
tention was called to the fact th a t a 
law was passed in 1911 prohibiting 
cities on a public stream from dump 
lug their garbage into same. 
Paper: Prevention and control of 
venereal diseases. 
This paper was 
quite 
a lengthy 
one as well as a very splendid one. 
The registration of venereal diseas­ 
es was strongly urged. 
The point 
that most stress was laid upon was 
the insufficient am ount of training 
our children are getting in personal 
i fknd, sexual hygiene. JU© parents arq 


to blame for most of the trouble. 
They should teach their children as 
*bey grow up the dangers of person­ 
al uncleanliness and teach them sex­ 
ual hygiene, and in th at way, would 
be able to reduce the number of cas­ 
es to a minimum. 
Sexual Hygiene I 
should be a part of the school du-j 
ties. 
Teachers should be required 
to teach their pupils the elements of 
personal cleanliness and sexual hy­ 
giene. 
School Inspection 
Paper: Advantages resulting from 
school inspection. 
From the discussion 
th a t 
took 
place, it looked as if every city in 
the state th at was represented was 
either engaged in or was contem­ 
plating the starting of a school in­ 
spection. 
The paper clearly brought 
out the good that is accomplished 
from the same and much stress was 
laid on th© value of the follow-up 
work in the home, by the nurse. 
Not only are contagious 
diseases 
kept down, but many of the children 
are made to progress more rapidly. 
It costs on an average from $20 
to $30 to keep a child in school a 
year. 
Statistics show th at 
eight 
per cent of all children in this coun­ 
try fail to pass the grades. 
It is 
costing this country over $3,000,000 
a year to teach children th a t 
have 
fallen behind. In cities where school 
Inspection has 
been 
in operation 
long enough, records show th at 
not 
near so many children are staying 
behind in their grades. The money 
spent on school inspection is but a 
small part of the money It costs a 
city to keep children in the same 
grade two 
and 
sometimes 
three 
terms. 
Vital Statistics 
Paper: W hy we register vital sta­ 
tistics. 
Vital statistics bear the same re­ 
lation to public health work that an 
adequate system of bookkeeping does 
to the commercial house. They are 
fundam ental to each. The m ortuary 
report is to the health officer as the 
trial balance is to the merchant. It 
shows either profit o r loss in the 
work at hand.

ant, but of far greater importance 
Is the bookkeeping of those events 
In the lives of human beings which 
are fundam ental to the practical ap­ 
plication of hygiene, to secure high­ 
er efficiency, 
longer 
duration 
of 
life and fuller m easure of happi­ 
ness. 
There Is not a day in this great 
country when these records are not 
required to safeguard 
social, civil 
and legal Interests. When some im 
portant record is needed and can 
not be found, or such record is de­ 
fective and some large inheritance 
is placed in Jeopardy thereby, the 
public and even the press show con 
alterable concern, about tho m atter 


hut it is only a short time before 
they lapse into their accustomed le­ 
thargy. 
The government has a record of 
every* full blooded animal and is very 
careful to keep this record. 
But it 
does not think enough of its people 
to keep or to insist th a t an accurate 
record be kept of at least the three 
great periods in m an’s life, namely: 
Birth, m arriage and death. There is 
today over $2,000,000 abroad that 
belongs to citizens of this state and 
they cannot obtain same on account 
of being unable to secure th© 
re ­ 
quired records of their birth.

cold water; and, when brought to 
the boil, squeeze a little lemon juice 
in.
